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BOISE, Idaho. - President Ronald 
Reagan yesterday rejected demands 
by Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak that he apologize for intercepting 
an. Egyptian airliner carrying the 
four accused hijackers of the Italian 
anise liner Achiiie Lauro. 

Asked by reporters as he arrived 
for a speech here if the administra- 
tion had anything to apologize for, 
Reagan replied: “Never.” 
ti But he refused comment on the 
state of-relations between Egypt and 
the U.S. after American warplanes 
ambushed the Egypt airplane and 
forced it to land at a Nato base in 
Sidly. 

Id Brussels, U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz took Italy to 
task yesterday for freeing Moham- 
med Abbas, the Palestinian leader 
sought by the U.S. in the hijack, but 
Foreign Minister Guilio Andreotti 
was unrepentent. 

“The U.S. extradition request had 
no legal basis. We also could not 


arrest a man who had intervened to 
end a hijacking at our request and 
that of others,” Andreotti told Ita- 
lian reporters after meeting Shultz. 

The two men, here for a Nato 
meeting, met for 30 minutes to try to 
ease tension -between their govern- 
ments after strong U.S. protests over 
Italy’s release of Abbas. 

Also known as Abu Abbas, he 
played a role jn negotiating the end 
of the hijack and was on board the 
Egyptian airliner forced down last 
Thursday in SicSy. The U.S. says he 
masterminded the hijack. 

Italian Defence Minister Giovan- 
ni SpadoJini, who has sided with the 
U.S., boycotted Monday’s inner 
cabinet meeting in Rome over 
Abbas’s release 

The Reagan administration says it 
will be extremely upset and dis- 
appointed if Belgrade has allowed 
Abbas to slip out of Yugoslavia. 

The U.S. had asked Belgrade to 
detain Abbas. (Reuter, AP).

DAMASCUS (AP). - U.S diplo- 
mats were trying yesterday to deter- 
mine whether the body of an elderly 
man washed ashore near the Syrian 
. port of Tartur is that of an invalid 
New Yorker reported slain during 
the Achille Lauro hijacking. 

The body, which initial reports 
said apparently had been in the sea 
for several days, was found on Mon- 
day near Tartus, 112 kilometres 
northwest of Damascus. 

U.S. officials believe Leon Klrng- 
hoffer, 69, a crippled New York Jew, 

t as shot dead by Palestian guerrillas 
ho hijacked the Italian cruise liner 
in the Mediterranean on October 7. 

His body was reported dumped 
overboard while the vessel lay off 
Tartus the next day as Syrian offi- 
cials refused to allow the vessel to 
dock. 

“American and other western di- 
plomats are busy trying to identify 
tire body,” said a western diplomat 
who spoke on condition he was not 
named. "We guess it’s KKnghoffer,” 
the source said. 

Meanwhile investigators in 
Genoa, where the Achille Lauro 
began its voyage, issued arrest war- 
rants yesterday for two more Palesti- 
nians, bringing to seven the number 
of people charged in the hijack. 

Gcnnaro Calabrese de Feo, chief 
prosecutor of Genoa, said by tele- 
phone that two Palestinians were 
charged in the broadening investiga- 
tion, but refused to indentify them. 
He would not specify the charges 
against them, nor say if they were in 
custody. 

According to AFP, Israeli intelli- 
gence recorded conversations in- ■ 
volving Mohammed Abbas, which 


prove that the Palestine Liberation 
Front leader was a direct party to the 
hijacking. 

Abbas was recorded speaking 
from his land base to the hijackers on 
the ship. Italian Defence Minister 
Giovanni Spadolim on Monday 
night said that a copy of these re- 
cordings had been passed on to the 
Italian security services, apparently 
by the Americans. 

The recordings apparently 
reached the Italians half an hour 
after the Italian authorities allowed 
Abbas to fly out of Rome to Bel- 
grade. But the Italian leaders were 
apparently informed some 15 hours 
earlier of the content of the record- 
ings and preferred to ignore them . 

Italian news agencies said one of 
the two Palestinians against whom 
warrants had been issued had been 
on the Achille Lauro and got off in 
. Alexandria*, before the hijacking 
anti the other had bought cruise 
tickets in Genoa used by the four 
prates. 

At least one accomplice in Genoa 
helped in the attack, according to 
judicial sources. 

The four men accused of hijacking 
the Achille Lauro have been quietly 
transferred meanwhile from Sicily to 
a prison in Spoleto, a town perched 
in the Umbrian Hills 130 kilometres 
north of Rome. 

On Monday, Genoa prosecutors 
charged a 21-year-old Palestinian 
with conspiracy to hijack a ship and 
kidnapping. De Feo confirmed the 
suspect was Khalaf Mohammed 
Zainab, who has been jailed since 
September 28 after getting off a 
Tunisian liner with both an Iraqi and 
Moroccan passport 


Hussein says UK not at fault 
yfor backing out of PLO talks 
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LONDON (AP). - King Hussein of 
Jordan backed Britain yesterday in 
its clash with the PLO over the 
cancellation of a high-level meeting 
in London. ’ 

The King said the British govern- 
ment "acted very honourably” by 
cancelling the session with PLO rep- 
resentatives. Hussein backed Bri- 
tain’s contention that the meeting 
was cancelled when one of the PLO 
representatives refused to sign a pre- 
viously agreed statement rejecting 
terrorism and accepting Israel’s right 
to exist. 

The PLO, in a statement issued 
yesterday in Amman and Tunis, said 
it rejected “the false explanation 
! ^issued by the British Foreign secret- 
; 'll vary which increased the complica- 
tions in the Middle East situation." 

British ministers blamed one of 
the two Palestinians, Mohammed 
Mi {hem , for the cancellation. 

In a television interview, Hussein 
refused to blame any party for the 
collapse of the talks. 

“If there was a misunderstanding 
in terms of one -.member of the 


Palestinian delegation not having 
been aware of what was happening it 
is certainly neither our fault nor 
anyone else's fault and is indeed very 
regrettable.” he said. 

The Jordanian monarch, on a pri- 
vate visit to London, said he would 
have to reassess his Mideast peace 
initiative, launched last February 
with PLO leader Yasser Arafat. It 
calls for peace with Israel in return 
for its withdrawal from all land cap- 
tured in toe 1967 war. 

In its statement, the PLO said it 
“regrets the decision of the British 
Foreign secretary to not meet with 
the Jordanian -Palestinian joint de- 
legation.” 

It also rejected “the false explana- 
tions issued by the British foreign 
secretary which increased the com- 
plications in the Middle East situa- 
tion.” It did not specify which state- 
ments it disputed.

CAIRO (AP). - Egyptian Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs Buffos 
Ghali said yesterday that Egypt will 
continue to seek Middle East peace 
despite a crisis in relations with the 
U.S. 

“Recent events in the region such 
as the Israeli air attack on the Tunis

Reviewing Mubarak’s four years 
in office, Ghali said: “Egypt has 
attained many objectives during 
Mubarak's presidency, and it will 
work for the supreme objective of 
overall peace." 

Mubarak took office on October 
14, 1981, eight days after the assas- 
sination of President Anwar Sadat 


Shamir to visit 
Luxembourg 
for economic talks 

Post Diplomatic Reporter 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
is to leave next Monday for a two- 
day trip to Luxembourg for econo- 
mic talks with the European Com- 
munity’s Council of Ministers. 

It is not yet clear who will replace 
Shamir as acting prime minister in 
the absence of both leading mem- 
bers of the national unity govern- 
ment. Several sources assumed that

September index 
rises by 3 per cent

The Consumer Price Index rose in 
September by 3 per cent. It was the 
lowest monthly rate of inflation since 
June 1981. when the index climbed 
by 2.7 per cent, and the lowest for 
September since 1978. 

The Central Bureau of Statistics 
said yesterday that almost two thirds 
of the inflation rate for last month 
stemmed from a 39.2 per cent in- 
crease in the prices of fruit and 
vegetables. Excluding fresh produce 
the cost-of-living index went up by 
1.2 per cent. 

September's inflation brought the 
CPI to 288 points on a 1980 equals 1 
baseline. Since the beginning of the 
year consumer prices have gone up 
by 167.8 per cent, but in the last two 


months, they have risen by only 7 peT 
cent. 

Reacting to September's inflation 
figures, the Treasury said they 
proved- that the economic plan was 
achieving its targets. “The low infla- 
tion rate proves that the public has 
confidence in the success of* the 
plan," the ministry added. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kcssar also expressed satisfac- 
tion with the low rate of inflation. 
Nevertheless, he said that the His- 
tadrut had agreed to the govern- 
ment's economic plan on the 
assumption that prices would be 
completely stable. 

Kessar also charged that the price 
for controlling inflation had been an 
increase in unemployment and said

CPI shows: Tomato prices not out of line

The tomato, so it seems, has been 
much maligned in recent weeks. 
True, its price went up by some 90 
per cent in the past month, but this 
was not far from the average in- 
crease in the prices of vegetables of 
80.2 per cent. 

Judging from the price index fi- 
gures released yesterday it appears 
that the real villains of last month’s 


inflation were squash, which rose by 
115 per cent, cucumbers, whose price 
climbed by 159 per cent, and cab- 
bage, which rose by not less than 279 
per cent. 

In fact, the increase in the price of 
tomatoes was not much higher than 
that of eggplant. 69 per cent, or 
peppers, 71 per cent, and no con- 
sumer strike was declared on them.

VIENNA. - King Hussein of 
Jordan is serious about making 
peace with Israel. Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres told reporters on 
the plane taking him here yester- 
day. But Peres added that the 
king would have to come forward 
without the PLO if negotiations 
were to take place. 

Earlier, before taking off from 
Ben-Gurion Airport for the meeting 
of the Socialist International here. 
Peres said that Israel's view of the 
PLO as a terror organization that 
could play no positive role in peace 
negotiations was gaining wider 
acceptance following the Achille 
Lauro hijacking. 

“At last. Israel's truth has become 
an international truth," Peres told 
ministers and religious leaders at an 
airport ceremony before leaving on a 
12-day trip to Austria and the U.S. 

Peres's arrival in Vienna was pre- 
ceded by the suggestion from former 
Austrian chancellor Bruno Kreisky 
that the Israeli Labour party be 
expelled from the SI following the 
bombing of the PLO headquarters in 
Tunis. 

Asked for a comment. Peres said. 
“This is not the first time. I am not 
impressed by it" (Kreisky's re- 
marks). 

“I don’t think there are many 
other Socialist parties working -so 
hard for socialism, democracy and 


peace as the Israeli Labour parry... 
and we do not need, by the way. any 
approval..." 

Informed sources said Peres has 
come under criticism in fhe Socialist 
International for the raid in Tunisia. 
There was no ranking official from 
the SI or the hosting Austrian Social- 
ists at the airport to meet Peres. 

Peres was escorted by an honour 
guard of Austrian police' and soldiers 
to a palace in the centre of Vienna 
where the Socialist International 
meeting is to take place. There he 
met with former German chancellor 
Willie Brandt, chairman of the orga- 
nization. 

Last night. Peres took pan in a 
welcoming ceremony given by Au- 
strian Premier Sinowatz for allparti- 
cipants in the conference. This 
morning, he is slated to meet the 
Austrian prime minister and Swed- 
ish Premier OLaf Palme. 

Peres is also scheduled to address 
the conference. 

Sources close to the prime minis- 
ter said it is possible that Peres will 
have unofficial meetings with other 
European leaders while he is in 
Vienna. 

Before leaving Jerusalem, Peres 
had said that his talks in Austria, the 
U.S. and France- would focus on a 
continuation of the war on terror- 
ism, progress in the peace process, 
economic growth and the chance of 
opening the gates to Soviet aliya.

Reagan, in talks with Peres, 
seeks to revive peace effort

WASHINGTON. - President Ronald 
Reagan and other senior administra- 
tion policymakers do not intend to 
allow the circumstances involving 
the Achille Lauro affair to totally 
dominate their meetings tomorrow 
with Prime Minister Shimon Peres. 

They said yesterday that the fall- 
out from the capture of the four 
Palestinian tenorists'involved in the 
ship's hijacking was bound to be 
fully reviewed during the Peres visit. 

Bnt the Americans expressed 
hope that the substantive sessions 
would result in some fresh U.S.- 
Israeli cooperation in reviving the 
Arab- Israeli peace process, looking- 
beyond the immediate setbacks from 
the most recent incident. 

U.S. officials acknowledged that a 
major item on their agenda in the 


coming days and weeks remained an 
effort to shore up American rela- 
tions with Egypt, severely strained 
because of the U.S. interception of 
the Egyptian airliner carrying the 
four Palestinian terrorists. 

There is a dear sense in Washing- 
ton that President Hosni Mubarak is 
unnecessarily aggravating the situa- 
tion by continuing to demand a pub- 
lic apology from Reagan. 

Israeli-Egyptian relations also 
have been weakened in recent weeks 
because of other factors, U.S. offi- 
cials said, especially the condemna- 
tory Egyptian reaction to the Israeli 
bombing of PLO headquarters in 
Tunisia. 

There is a widespread consensus 
within Washington that no real prog- 
ress in opening direct negotiations

Travel tax to be cut- and then doubled

The tavel tax will be lowered 
Thursday by one-third to $100, but 
the Treasury officially announced 
yesterday that it wants, to double that 
levy from mid-November. 

The ministry yesterday informed 
the Knesset Finance Committee that 
it wants the travel tax raised to $200 
from November 13, when the cur- 
rent tax regulations expire. That 
charge would be in effect until 
March 1987. The ministry added that 
it will also eliminate the 20 per cent 


surcharge on travel tickets in 
November and wfl] reduce the levy 
cm pre-paid ground-services by one- 
half, setting it at about 15 per cent. 

The ministry also stated that it 
wanted to introduce a 15 per cent 
ievy on private investment abroad, 
also in effect from November 1985 
until March 1987. 

As of Thursday the "travel tax will 
be 15167,540, some $114 at the cur- 
rent exchange- rates. Travellers to 
Egypt will be exempted from the 
levy, while those travelling to Ruma- 
nia wfl] pay IS83, 770. 


Knesse t votes 39-22 to limit Mian’s immunity

By a margin of 39-22, the Knesset 
last night voted to restrict the par- 
liament^ immunity of Mohammad 
Miari (Progressive List for Peace). 
The vote was by secret ballot. 

A majority against Miari had been 
anticipated, though not necessarily 
by so large a margin, since the Align- 
ment had decided to allow its mem- 
bers a free vote. Such a decision is of 
limited significance when the vote is 
secret, but it indicated that a good 
many Alignment members would 
not vote fin 1 Miari. 

On the other hand, the Likud, the 
religions factions and Tehiya pre- 
sumably voted solidly against Miari. 
And the left opposition factions un- 
doubtedly voted solidly for him. 


Proportionately, the vote last 
night was less hostile to Miari than 
the 14-6 vote in the House Commit- 
tee last June. 

The Knesset's action strips Miari 
of three immuni ties: an MK’s pri- 
vileged access to places closed to the 
general public; an MK’s immunity' 
against arrest; and an MK*s immun- 
ity against search. 

Zc leaves intact his absolute im- 
munity against criminal or civil pro- 
secution for anything he says or does 
in the fulfilment of his duties. 

House Committee chairman 
Micha Reiser (Likud-Hernt), pre- 
senting the committee’s request to ^ 
■the plenum, read out the text of 
Michad Ei tan's (Likud-Hernt) basis 
for proposing the limitation of 
Mian’s immunity: 


“This request comes in the wake 
of MK Miari ’s involvement in a 
series of events that strike seriously 
at state security, which reached its 
height at an assembly of solidarity 
with (Tahd) Kawasmeh and Arafat 
at the al-Ibrabamia College in Jeru- 
salem on February 2, 19S5." 

Reiser stressed that the committee 
had approval .the motion bj the 
large majority of 14-6, with one 
abstention. He noted that several 
committee members had announced 
that they would vote in favour of 
Miari if he would denounce PLO 
terror. But Miari stock to “a general 
formula denouncing in the same 
breath PLO tenor and what he cal- 
led the Israeli terror.” 

In effect. Reiser said, the Knesset 
would be voting for or against a 


determined struggle against tenor 
and against the PLO. 

Miari followed, saying that the 
basis for the committee's action was 
flimsy. The police had been present 
at the assembly in question, he said, 
but they had not intervened and they 
had not found it necessary to interro- 
gate any of the 3,000 people in the 
audience. 

He had decidedly identified him- 
self with the position of Kawasmeh, 
but what if he had? Kawasmeh's was 
the most moderate on the Arab side, 
Miari said. . 

Interrupted frequently (Geula 
Cohen was twice called to order by 
Speaker Sblomo HilleJ), Miari said 
he had not even been accused, not to 
speak of any proof being offered, of

Gershon Aharoni, 
writer, dies at 81

TEL AVIV. - Gershon Aharoni, 
former Soviet Prisoner of Zion and 
writer, died yesterday at the age of 
81. 

Aharoni was bom in Georgia, 
then pan of the Tsarist Russian 
empire, in 1904. He completed his 
law studies at the University of Tbil- 
isi in 1931 and in that same year, 
together with 15 other young Jews, 
tried to cross the Soviet border into 
Turkey in order to get to Palestine. 
He was caught and sentenced to 10 
years in prison. 

After several years, then U.S. 
president Franklin Roosevelt inter- 
vened on his behalf and Aharoni was 
set free. Even after his release, he 
continued to be an active Zionist and 
had to hide from the Soviet author- 
ities. He was re-arrested and only 
freed again after Stalin's death. 

He came to Israel in 1969, with his 
wife and two daughters. Since then, 
he had been active in the Prisoners of 
Zion organization and had written 
books, in Russian, Georgian and 
Hebrew.

Costa Rican president: 

Israeli sovereignty 
best for Jerusalem

Costa Rican President Luis Alber- 
to -Mongo Alvarez yesterday deli- 
vered an impassioned defence of 
Israel’s right to choose its own capit- 
al, and ‘made a sharp distinction 
between Jerusalem’s universality 
and political efforts to international- 
ize it. 

He was speaking from the Knesset 
rostrum, after Speaker Shlomo Hill- 
el recalled that Monge had been his 
country’s first ambassador to Israel 
and that Costa. Rica’s traditional 
friendship for Israel had readied a 
new high when under his presidency 
in 1982 it moved its embassy bade to 
Jerusalem. 

Monge declared that if Israel did 
not find itself in a state of belligeren- 
cy with its neighbours, it would con- 
vert its army, as Costa Rica has, into 
a peace corps. 

The trinity of God, the Jewish 
people, and Jerusalem, cannot be 
rent asunder, Monge said. The 
3,000-year 1 loyalty and devotion of 
the Jews to Jerusalem could not be 
matched by any other nation. 

Jemsalem, the heart of the Jewish 
people, had also become the centre 
of gravity of the human soul. "But I 


warn that its universal significance 
does not call for its internationaliza- 
tion,” Monge said. 

The notion of internationalization 
was meant to serve political interests 
of questionable legal and moral 
validity, Monge said. 

Universality would not be dimi- 
nished by Israeli sovereignty over 
Jerusalem. Rather, such sovereignty 
would be a guarantee that the holy 
places would be properly preserved 
and that they would be accessible to 
all believers. 

Monge was warmly applauded at 
the dose of his speech, and shortly 
afterwards MK Micha Reiser 
(Ukud-Herut) sent a telegram to 
Education Munster Yitzhak Navon 
suggesting that the speech be taught 
in schools. 

■ Monge also met Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir yesterday and 
reiterated his support for the Tunis 
bombing. He said he wished more 
countries would, like Costa Rica, 
maintain their embassies in Jeru- 
salem instead of Tel Aviv. 

Shamir, for his part, said Israel's 
relationship with Costa Rica, an "is- 
land of peace and democracy" in a 
turbulent region, was as '‘special” as 
Israel's relations with the U.S. 


Move to end health-care funding crisis

The government yesterday took 
what may be the next-to-last step in 
resolving the health care funding 
crisis, when tire Ministerial Commit- 
tee on Legislation approved an 
amendment to raise employers’ 
health fund contributions by 0.5 per 
cent. 

The proposed increase in em- 
ployers' payments (mas makbil) is 
expected to provide some S35 mil- 
lion annually, a sum that will wipe 
out the Health Ministry’s nearly IS30 
billion debt to hospitals, the Histad- 
rnt's Kupat Holim Clalit health fund 
and to its suppliers.

AlFajr editor missing for two weeks, famil y says 


Jerusalem Port Reporter 
An editor of the East Jerusalem 
daily Al Fajr has been missing for 
almost two weeks, his colleagues and 
family said yesterday. 

Hassan Abdel Halim Falsa, 37, of 
the village of Bidu near Ramallah, 
was last seen on October 2. He left 
the Fajr office in the afternoon, 
headed to Hebron, where he was 


collecting material on fraudulent 
land sales. 

His colleagues said yesterday they 
thought his disappearance might be 
connected to that story. 

Inquiries to police, hospitals, pris- 
ons and the Jordan bridges have 
failed to locate Fakia. 

Ten years ago, he served two years 
in jail for security offences.

The ministry hopes that the recent 
drop in the prices of fuel and the 
reduction in the travel tax will keep 
the inflation rate down this month. 
These reductions will trim 0.3. per- 
centage points from the index. But 
October’s index is traditionally 
boosted by seasonal increases in the 
prices of housing, clothes and foot- 
wear, which could make the diffenr- 
ence between an inflation figure 
above or below the critical 4 per cent 
mark. September's inflation rate 
was lowered by the reduction of 
gross wages, which did not indude a 
12 per cent one-time payment made 
in August. This helped to bring 
down building costs, which, in turn, 
brought a 0 .3 per cent reduction in 
housing prices. 

The low inflation rate was also the 
result of the almost complete freeze 
of food prices excluding fresh pro- 
duce. These prices rose by only 0.2 
percent in September. 

Relatively high increases were 
registered in health services, which 
rose by 5.2 per cent, reflecting a 10 
per cent hike in health funds fees, 
and in education and culture, which 
rose by 4.7 per cent. 

» The Wholesale Price Index rose 
by 2.6 per cent last month.

Terror attacks rise sharply in 
first 10 months, Bar-Lev says

*■ Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
said the number of terror incidents in 
Israel and the administered areas 
went up nearly 40 per cent in the first 
10 months of this year compared 
■with the same period in 1984. 

But there were 10 per cent fewer 
incidents in the administered terri- 
tories and about 10 per cent more 
inside the Green Line, the police 
minister noted during a briefing for 
the Alignment Knesset faction. - 

The number of terror acts perpe- 
trated by individuals not finked to 
any organization had risen to 50 per 
cent, he said. 

Bar-Lev said that although 
intelligence-gathering had intensi- 


fied since the withdrawal from Leba- 
non. the task of coping with indi- 
viduals instead of organizations was 
more difficult. 

Surveying punitive measures, 
Bar-Lev said 99 persons have been 
detained on suspicion of abetting, 
encouraging or covering up for ter- 
rorists, although the authorities did 
not have enough hard evidence to 
obtain convictions in their cases. 

Bar-Lev said the air attack on 
PLO headquarters in Tunisia bad 
been planned a long time ago, but 
was never carried oat, because Tuni- 
sia was classed as a non- 
confrontation state with peaceful in- 
tentions. Israel had been left with no 
choice, he said, after the sharp in- 
crease in terrorist incidents. 


Golan Druse convicted as Syrian spy 


NAZARETH (Itim). - The district 
court here convicted a Druse man 
yesterday of providing Syria with 
information on IDF strength in the 
Golan Heights. 

The man, Rafik Kalani, 20, of 
Majdal Shams, was found guilt}' of 
illegally leaving Israel, infiltrating 
into Israel, making contact with a 
foreign agent and passing informa- 
tion to the enemy. The three-judge 
panel will sentence Kalani, who has 
confessed, next Tuesday. 

The charge sheet stated tharKala- 
ni had crossed the Syrian border on 
April- 8 and met a Syrian ageofcto 
whom he gave information on Israeli 
troop strength in the Golan. The 


Syrian agent then agreed to help him 
return to the Golan and continue 
gathering intelligence, according to 
the charge sheet. 

The agent accompanied Kalani 
back to tiie border, but instead of 
re-entering Israel, Kalani decided to 
stay in Syria, it was alleged. He 
wandered about and finally turned 
himself over to the police in one of 
the villages in the area, telling them 
that he was an Israeli resident who 
had escaped from jail,, the charge 
sheet stated. 

In the end, the Syrians returned 
Kalani to the horde* to- gather in- : 
formation for Damascus, the court 
was told. 


$300 million counterfeiting trial opens 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - Accused coun- 
terfeitoT, Moshe Badash, accused of 
forging $300 million, was informed 
on by his accomplices according to 
testimony given yesterday at the Tel 
Aviv Magistrates Court 
Badash, owner of the Pikanti 
Sausage Factory, is accused of plot- 
ting with Boaz Borochov, owner of a 
small Tel Aviv printing company, 
and with Yair Freedman to print 
millions of bogus dollars. They 
allegedly managed to execute only 


part of their scheme before their 
plans were uncovered. 

A police witness for the prosecu- 
tion told the court yesterday that Ba- 
dash had wanted to confess to his 
part in the crime but after consulta- 
tions with his attorney, changed his 
mind. The witness further testified 
that Bad ash’s partners informed on 
the defendant during the police in- 
vestigation. 

The trial is slated to resume today.

number of new'immigrants from the 
Soviet Union held up signs deman- 
ding that emigration for that coun- 
try’s Jews be permitted before rela- 
tions are renewed with Israel. 

Also after Peres left, Likud Knes- 
set faction leaders loosed a broad- 
side of criticism. 

Several speakers at a sometimes 
agitated faction meeting accused 
Feres of going behind the backs of 
his colleagues in the cabinet and 
inner cabinet concerning negotia- 
tions with Jordan and Syria. 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
said that Peres had no right to state 
in the name of the government that 
Israel is ready and willing to negoti- 
ate over the future status of Judea, 
Samaria and the Golan Heights. 

Industry Minister Ariel Sharon 
said he was deeply concerned that 
Peres was taking unilateral steps to 
talk to the Arab states involved, 
without even revealing to his oppo- 
site number in the Likud, Vice- 
Premier and Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir, what he was doing and 
saying. 

The chairman of the Alignment 
Knesset faction Rafael Edri urged 
his colleagues to offer no reaction to 


the Likud attacks. 

From Vienna, Peres will fly to the 
U.S. where he is due to meet on 
Thursday with - President Reagan 
and Secretary of State George 
Scfaaltz. On Friday he is to meet 
Defence Secretary Caspar Weinber- 
ger. He is then slated to fly to New 
York, where on Saturday, he is due 
to attend synagogue. Later that day, 
he will meet New York Mayor Ed 
Koch and attend an Israel Bonds 
dinner. 

Peres will hold discussions with 
Jewish leaders on Sunday and later 
take part in a mass youth rally. 

He is due to address the UN 
General Assembly next Monday and 
receive an honorary doctor of law 
degree from New York University. 
On the same day he is expected to fly 
to Paris for talks with French Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand and Prime 
Minister Laurent Fabius. 

While in New York, Peres is slated 
to meet with British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl, govern- 
ment leaders from Canada, De- 
nmark and Finland, former Amer- 
ican Secretary of State Henry Kissin- 
ger and 1984 Democratic Party pres- 
idential candidate Walter Mondale. 


T imm el-Fahm arsonist, 
16, gets prison, fine 

HAIFA (Itim). - A 16-year-old resi- 
dent of Umm el-Fahm was convicted 
in district court here yesterday of 
torching a forest in Mei Ami, near 
his hometown. 

The youth, whose name was not 
disclosed because he is a minor, set 
fire to the forest in July, causing the 
destruction of seven dunams of 
pines. 

He was sentenced to four months 
in jail and ordered to pay a fine of 
IS1 million.

3 stone-throwers 
killed in S. Africa 

JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Police 
hiding inside freight containers 
aboard a government truck opened 
fire on stone-throwers near Cape 
Town last night killing at least three 
youngsters and wounding several 
others, residents said. 

“It was like a war out here. The 
firing kept up, homes were peppered 
with shotgun blasts,'’ said a witness 
who asked not to be identified for 
fear of reprisals from authorities. 

In Pretoria, a spokesman for the 
National Police Department con- 
firmed the killings but did not pro- 
vide all the details given by residents 
of the. Athlone mixed-race district. 
Police confirmed three were killed 
and three were wounded. But resi- 
dents said many more were hit by the 
gunfire. One resident said he saw 
four wounded hiding m a home, 
fearful they would be arrested if they 
sought medical help.

Representatives of the National 
Union of Students will meet this 
morning with Education and Culture 
Minister Yitzhak Navon in an 
attempt fo reach a new accommoda- 
tion on a ceiling for tuition fees. 

The meeting was initiated by 
Navon, who wants to avert a repeti- 
tion at university campuses through- 
out the country of the strikes which 
marred the opening of the Techn- 
ion's academic year last Sunday. 

Student leaders have threatened 
that unless tuition fees are lowered 
from the shekel equivalent of $1 , 150 
to $900, university students will 
boycott classes indefinitely. The uni- 
versity year begins on Sunday, Octo- 
ber 20, and Navon has only a few 
days in which to placate the NUS. 

The Knesset Education Commit- 
tee yesterday approved two alterna- 
tive compromise proposals on uni- 
versity fees put forward by the Coun- 
cil for Higher Education which the 
students have reportedly already re- 
jected. 

Prof. Haim Harari, chairman of 
the council’s planning and budgeting 
committee, suggested a first alterna- 
tive whereby the $1,150 already de- 
manded from the students by the 
universities remain unchanged, but 
the timetable of payments be eased.

student be transferred to student aid 
funds. 

He also suggested a second 
alternative whereby student fees ha 
fixed at the shekel equivalent of $900 
calculated on (he day of payment, in 
return for which the recommenda-

A senior Treasury official present 
at the Education Committee session 
refused to accept or reject the Harari 
compromise proposals until he had 
studied them in detail. 

Committee member Aharon

fees announced that he would no 
longer handle the question because 
the Treasury had deceived both the 
students and the Knesset. 

Harel said the Treasury tricked 
the Education- Committee into 
pushing the Higher Education Levy 
law through the plenum. He said the 
Knesset had been given to under- 
stand that the students would have to 
pay a total of $900 this year in fees 
plus levy but in fact they had been 
billed SI .150. 

Harel said no student should have 
to pay more than $900 this year and 
those who had been compelled to 
pay more should be reimbursed. 


Bail sought in U.S. for Yugoslav 


WASHINGTON (AP). - The 
lawyer for an immigrant awaiting 
extradition to Yugoslaviafor alleged 
Nazi war crimes said Monday be will 
demand that his client be freed be- 
cause Belgrade has spumed U.S. 
requests to detain Mohammed 
Abbas, leader of the PLO faction 
whose members hijacked the Achille 
Laura last week. 

“The murder of an American Jew 
in the hijacking of the Achille Lauro 
is now being treated by the Yugos- 
lavs as if it didn't happen," said Gary 
Fleischman, attorney for Andrija 
Artukovic, onetime interior minister 
for the Nazi puppet state of Croatia. 

“Yet these communist thugs still 
require the United States to deliver 


an S6-year-old man accused of 
crimes.. .50 years ago. 

Fleischman, interviewed by tele- 
phone from his California office, 
said he was wiring Secretary of State 
George Shultz to ask that' the case 
against Artukovic be dropped, 
adding he would "forthwith” seek 
bail for his client from the U.S. 
Court of Appeals in Los Angeles. 

Fleischman asserted that Yugosla- 
via's failure to honour a U.S. arrest 
warrant for Abbas, the Palestine 
Liberation Organization official sus- 
pected of directing the terrorists who 
hijacked the Achille Lauro, releases 
the U.S. from any obligation to turn 
Artukovic over for prosecution.

Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij 
yesterday urged PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat to declare a truce in its terror 
attacks on Israel and Israelis abroad, 
but Al-Fajr editor Hanna Seoiora 
disagreed. 

Freij made the call as Palestinian 
leaders in the West Bank and Gaza 
voiced disappointment over 
i uv . mediation yesterday of a meet- 
ing in London between British Fore- 
ign Secretary Sir Geoffrey Howe and 
two PLO officials.

Other Palestinians said the inci- 
dent was a major setback ’for the 
PLO. 

“I believe this might be a fatal 
blow to the present peace initiative,” 
said Hanna Seniora, editor of the 
East Jerusalem newspaper Al-Fajr. 


“We felt the meeting in London 
would really push the peace process 
and influence the American* to pro- 
ceed.” 

Seniors was one of two Palesti- 
nians reported to have won accept- 
ance from Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres in July to take part in a 

Jordaman-Palestmian delegation to 
preliminary peace talks with the 
U.S. 

“If our rights of self- 
determination, to establish oar own 
state and to choose our own leaders - 
and by that 1 mean the PLO - are 
accepted, we are ready to recognize 
Israel,” Seniora said. 

Seniors said he could not support 
Freij's call for a truce. 

“This step should be taken when 
the Israeli side is ready to negotiate 
with the PLO. If we have to take a 
step forward, we also need a step, 
forward from the Israeli side,” he 
said. 

Former Gaza mayor Rashad 
Sbawwa, who has frequently met 
Peres, called the British move “a 
great disappointment for all Palesti- 
nians.” 

He suggested it was best “to let 
things settle a little” before renewing 
PLO efforts to join the peace pro- 
cess.

Housing for Ethiopian olim 
to be doubled by January 1

BEERSHEBA. - The number of 
Ethiopian Jewish immigrant families 
in permanent housing will be dou- 
bled by January 1, 1986, Absorption 
Minister Y a’acov Tsur told reporters 
here yesterday. 

He noted that of 4,000 families 
already in Israel, 1,000 were in their 
own apartments in April of this year. 

Moving all 15,000 Ethiopian olim 
to permanent housing wfll cost S180 
million he said. Because the current 
policy is to find permanent apart- 
ments for them, he added, the 
Absorption Ministry and Jewish 
Agency have decided not to renew 
contracts with hotels when these 
expire in mid-December. 

Some 2,300 Ethiopian Jews now 
live in hotels. 

Tsur explained that the immig- 
rants are not always happy to move 
from absorption centre:, to their own 


apartments because of what he cal- 
led “the shock of release from de- 
pendency to total independence.” 

He gave as an example the case of 
50 famili es in an absorption centre 
here who cannot be convinced to 
move to the 50 new apartments the 
ministry has purchased for them. 

Meir Shamir, director general of 
the ministry, who came on the tour 
here with Tsur, told reporters that by 
April 1986 the ministry hopes to boy 
1,500 apartments for Ethiopian 
ohm. 

In a meeting with absorption offi- 
cials Tsur was asked by a veteran 
Ethiopian oleh whether it would be 
possible to bufld a synagogue for the 
Ethiopian Jewish community, with 
kesim as rabbis. The Post learned. 

Tsur promised to look into the 
matter, and said that this was the 
first time be had been approached on 
it.

Israel's place in the world - 
geophysically speaking - is now 
being confirmed almost nightly with 
the aid of a U.S.-built satellite track- 
ing station. 

The Geophysical Satellite 
Observatory, situated in the Judean 
Hills southwest of Jerusalem at Bar 
Giora, was officially dedicated 
yesterday by Science Minister Gi- 
deon Patt. Supplied by the U.S. 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (Nasa) and operated 
by the Israel Space Agency, the 
GSO is part of a network of 30 
similar ground stations throughout 
the world that measure movement in 
the earth's crust. 

Three to six times a night, five 
nights a week, the GSO’s compute- 
rized laser bounces an invisible beam 
of infra-red light off of a U.S. geo- 
physical satellite orbiting some 6,000 
kilometres above the earth. The 


duration of the round trip of the 
beam of light - about 40 millionths of 
a second - is measured precisely by 
an atomic clock and then relayed to 
the U.S. , where the measurement is 
correlated with those of the other 
stations. 

Since the earth's crust is a system 
of interlocking plates which shift 
from time to time, such precise 
measurements will allow scientists to 
monitr * t’’e most minute changes. 
Each station's laser enables it to 
pinpoint its own location exactly, 
with the correlated data from all the 
stations providing a comprehensive 
fix on the earth's surface. 

In time. Nasa scientists hope to be 
able to use these measurements to 
predict earthquakes, volcanic activ- 
ity and other abrupt changes in 
geophysical life on earth.. The 
measurements are also part of a 
system designed to provide informa- 
tion on changes in the earth's rota-

HAIFA (Itim). - A new immigrant 
from the U.S. refused to post bail 
yesterday at the Haifa Magistrates 
Court after being found guilty of 
trespassing, claiming he had no- 
where to go and preferred to remain 
in prison. 

Kenneth Weizelman, 37, who has^ 
no permanent address, was arrested' 
a week ago by Haifa police after 
trespassing on the grounds of the 
Dan Carmel Hotel in Haifa. 

Weizelman was brought before 
the Magistrates Court judge last 


week and was ordered to be released 
after paying IS100,000 bail. Howev- 
er, Weizelman refused, and yester- 
day a police representative told the 
court that the police bad notified the 
Jewish Agency, which had promised 
to find the immigrant housing within 
10 days. 

The representative then told the 
court-that the police were willing to 
hold the man until housing could be 
found, and the judge ordered 
Weizelman held a further 10 days for 
questioning.

Wild shooting by 
‘crazed’ soldier 
prompts inquiry

Die soldier who ran amok on 
Monday night and opened fire indis- 
criminately at the Sarafand army 
base, fortunately injuring no one, 
was obviously unsound mentally, a 
military source said last night. 

The soldier was being examined 
by IDF psychiatrists’ and an inves- 
tigations also Underway to ascertain 
why a person in bis condition was 
allowed access to weapons. 

The incident began at 9:30 p.m. on 
Monday when the soldier locked 
himself in a hut on the base and 
started firing in all directions with an 
M-16 assault rifle. The area was 
immediately closed to passeis-by 
and the army's anti-terror unit was 
put on alert. 

The soldier’s parents were 
brought to help persuade him to give 
himself up. Eventually after an hour- 
and-a-half of tense negotiation and 
sporadic firing the soldier laid down 
his weapon, without injuring any- 
one. The reason for his outburst is 
still not dear.

70-year-old stabbing victim still 
doing business in Khan Yunis

KHAN YUNIS. - Two days after 
escaping serious injury in a terrorist 
stabbing attack here, Lazar Bienner 
was doing business again in Khan 
Yunis. 

The 70-year-old paint dealer from 
Beersheba was struck in the neck on 
Sunday by an assailant wielding a 
knife or axe. The terrorist escaped 
and Brenner was taken to Soroka 
Hospital in Beersheba for treatment 
of superficial wounds. 

Yesterday Brenner was back. 

“He's been coming here on busi- 
ness every three days for 17 years," 
an IDF source said. “He normally 
carries a pistol but wasn't doing so on 
Sunday." 

Last May. another Israeli was 
stabbed here. 

After the attack on Brenner, the 
army imposed a 72-hour curfew. 

There has not been a noticeable 
decrease in the number of Israelis 


coming to the Gaza Strip, the IDF 
officer said. “There is no limitation 
on the movement of Israelis in this 
area by day or night. For their safety, 
however, they should be armed and 
should not travel alone. When one 
person goes into a shop, another 
should stand guard outside," he told 
The Jerusalem Post. 

Over the past 18 months there 
have been 126 incidents of violence 
against Israelis in the Strip. Die 
number of detainees has increased 
during the period, it was disclosed 
yesterday. 

“There are 650.000 Arabs and 
1 ,700 Jews living in the Strip." the 
officer said, “and 40,000 Arabs in 
nearly 7.500 vehicles travel to work 
in Israel daily.” 

A month ago a routine check of a 
bus carrying workers to Israel re- 
vealed nothing unusual. But after 
the bus moved on. a suspicious ob- 
ject was found left behind. It turned 
out to be a bomb.

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10 people said killed 
in Soviet Asian quake 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - About 10 
people have died as a result of a 
powerful earthquake in the Central' 
Asian republic of Tadzhikistan on 
Sunday night, a local journalist said 
today. 

The journalist from the republic's 
official daily who was contacted by 
telephone by Reuters, said damage 
in the three cities frt by the quake 
had been slight. 

'‘Nothing disastrous has hap- 
pened," she said from the republic’s 
capital. Dushanbe. “I believe not 
many people, around 10, have 
died.” 

Transport and water supplies had 
not been affected and communica- 


tions were quickly restored. Tele- 
phone links to die region were cut 
throughout yesterday. 

The quake was believed to be the 
country's strongest for almost a de- 
cade. A Seismological Institute offi- 
cial in Mosoow said Monday that it 
measured 6.1 points on the Richter 
Scale. 

The government newspaper Izves- 
tia said Monday that the epicentre 
was at a town dose to Tashkent, 
capital of neighbouring Uzbekistan. 
Tashkent has a population of more 
than 1.9 million. 

Other, less powerful, quakes also 
hit the nearby andent city of Samar- 
kand and other towns. 


Bush, Deng reach 
‘understanding’ 

PEKING (Reuter). - U.S. Vice 
President George Bush and Chinese 
leader Deng Xiaoping “achieved 
understanding" on some policy dif- 
ferences but the question of Taiwan 
remained in dispute, a Chinese Fore- 
ign Ministry spokesman said yester- 
day.

- Italian- 
born Professor Franco Modigliani 
won the 1985 Nobel prize for econo- 
mics, the Royal Swedish Academy 
of Sciences announced yesterday. 

Modigliani, 67, was honoured for 
“his pioneering analyses of saving 
and of financial markets.” 
Modigliani is a professor at Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 

The academy said Modigliani's 
“life-cycle” hypothesis, based on the 
idea that people save for their old 


age, bad proved to be an ideal tool 
for analyses of the effects of different 
pension systems. 

This year's literature prize is to be 
awarded on Thursday.

They said tire victims died last 
week when Soviet jet fighters let out 
the mystery fumes near an Afghan 
military post outside the city of 
Maidan Shahr south of Kabul.

little-known American is richest with $2.8 billion 


NEW YORK (AP). - The richest of 
the rich in the U.S. is worth S2.8 
bQlion, according to a survey by 
Forbes Magazine, a biweekly busi- 
ness magazine. 

Forbes ’ 1985 list of the 400 richest 
Americans, to appear in its October 
28 issue, is topped by Sam Moore 
Walton of Bentonville, Arkansas, 
who has made his S2.8 billion 
through his Wal-Mart Discount De- 
partment Stores. 

Walton replaced Gordon Getty, 
the front-runner for the past two 
years. Getty dropped to 15th. 

Getty's fortune was S4.1 billion 
last year, but he agreed to divide the 


family oil trust with other family 
members, leaving him barely $950 
million. 


Second place went to H. Ross 
Perot of Dallas, founder of Electro- 
nic Data Systems, who was SI billion 
behind Walton. 


Media holdings were up this year, 
making billionaires of John kluge, 
and S.I. and Donald Newhouse and 
adding newcomer Rupert Murdoch, 
whose publishing empire has earned 
him $300 milli on. 

Agriculture and oil were down. 
Seven Texas oilmen who appeared 
last year were dropped from the list. 


So were four Rockefellers and 53 
others. 

Eight Rockefellers remain on the 
list, along with a number of Cabots, 

. Du Pouts, Hunts, Hearsts and Ken- 
nedys. 

There also are beennakers Busch, 
Coots and Stroh and vintners Gallo. 
Robert Guccione, publisher of 
Penthouse Magazine, is on the list 
with $220 million, but Hugh Heftier 
of Playboy is not. 

Forbes said the average net worth 
of the 400 is S335 million. 

There are 14 billionaires. Only 165 
built their fortunes without signifi- 
cant inheritances. 


Egyptian tells of ‘dose’ U.S. intercept 


CAIRO (AP). - The pilot of an 
Egyptian civilian airliner forced 
dawn in Sicily with the four Palesti- 
nian hijackers of the Italian ship says 
the intercepting U.S. Navy fighters 
flew dangerously dose to his air- 
_.craft. 

~ - Captain Ahmed &forieeb gave Bis

newspaper Al-Akhbar published 
yesterday. 

He said a Palestinian leader ac- 
cused by the U.S. of masterminding 
the hijack of the cruise liner Achille 
Laura, Mohammed Abbas, never 
left the Egyptair Boeing 737 until it 
reached Rome's Leonardo da Vinri 
International Airport. 

Moneeb said the first he heard 
from the U.S. warplanes was at 
20:55 GMT Thursday as he turned 
back toward Egypt after Tunisia de- 
nied him landing rights. 

“I was surprised to bear an 
American-accented voice pn my 
radio saying: ‘Egyptian plane, keep 
west,’ " Moneeb said. 

Moneeb said he imtially ignored 
the message, but when it was repe- 


ated he realized that his plane was 
being intercepted. 

He said he sent a radio message to 
Cairo via Athens airport saying that 
jet fighters were forcing him to fly to 
a military base at Sigonella Airport 


jn Sicily. 

He said Cairo “note«f'*fris*nies- 


apd radio contact wit)j it, and 
'Athens was lost suddenly. • *~ 

During 90 minutes of flight time to 
Sigonella, he said, “the intercepting 
airoaft flew so dose to my plane that 
I asked them to move away a tittle so 
I could fly freely as I had to reckon 
with possible air pockets.... They re- 
sponded and moved off, but they 
kept on accompanying me.’' 

He said there were seven Amer- 
ican aircraft in all. 

He said instrument landing at 
Sigonella was not possible “and I 
had to make a visual landing. 

“I had great difficulty landing be- 
cause 1 he (American) planes were 
very close to my aircraft even as I 
began the descent to the runway,” 
he said. “I asked the American com- 
mander to move away, and he com- 
plied.” 


President Hosni Mubarak 
announced on Monday that he had 
approved decorations for bravery 
for Moneeb, his five crew members 
and the Egyptian security men 
aboard the flight.

Record set for longest kiss and fire-eating 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - New re- 
cords have been set for the longest 
kiss, longest roller-coaster ride, 
most weight lifted by a woman and 
most fire eaten by a man, the Guin- 
ness Book of Records announced 
yesterday. 

According to the 1986 American 
edition of the record book, the 
longest - kiss was recorded on 
September 24, 1984, after Eddie 
Levin, 30, had joined lips with De- 
lpbine Crha, 26, in Chicago for 17 


days and 10 Vi hours and then cele- 
brated their record with a kiss. 


The longest roll er-coaster ride was 
set by Daniel Glada and Normand 
St. Pierre of Montreal who kept 
going’for 503 hours, breaking the old 
record of 386 hours. They did it at 
Montreal’s Parc Belmont and their 
ups and downs averaged 40 km. an 
hour. 


The new fire-eating record is 
13,115 flames extinguished orally by 


Gerry Mawdsley of Blackwood, En- 
gland, who broke the old record of 
8,393 flames extinguished. 

Karyn Tarter set the women’s 
overhead lift record when she 
hoisted 137 kg. in New York last 
April. 

Guinness said there were also new 
records for largest pancake ever flip- 
ped by a helicopter (6.1 metres), 
largest jigsaw puzzle (23 by 14 
metres), largest pumpkin (277 kg.) 
and largest omelette (35,000 eggs). 


U.S. veteran seeks love in Ho city 


HANOI (AP). - Tens of thousands 
of Vietnamese boat people have 
risked death in the South China Sea 
to flee this Communist nation over 
the past decade. American Robert 
Schwab HI ventured alone over the 
same waters but in the opposite 
direction, toward Vietnam, where 
he hoped to rescue the woman he 
had loved and left behind. 

A quiet man, apparently obsessed 
by his past in Indochina, Schwab set 
out on his odyssey nearly six months 
agp in an 18-foot 5.5 metre s aifing craft 
He hoped to gpt across LOOOkflon^res 
of water swept by typhoons and fre- 
quented by prates. 

The few friends to whom he re- 
vealed his plan. say foe 43-year-old 
Vietnam veteran hoped to reach the 
area of Ho Chi Minh City, formerly 
called Saigon. He said that after his 
capture — which he knew would be 
certain - he hoped to. negotiate an 
exit for his fiancee and a child. 

“The chances that he is alive are 
pretty slim at this point but stranger 
things have happened — and Schwab 


is a great survivor,’’ said Thomas 
O'Donnel, a close friend. O’Donnell 
hopes Schwab is stuck on a remote 
island or is being held by the Viet- 
namese. 

An official American delegation 
recently brought up the Schwab-case 
with the Vietnamese Foreign Minis- 
try, but Hanoi officials said they 
knew nothing about him. 

O'Donnell said Schwab tele- 
phoned him for the last time on April 
1 from the Philippines. 

Schwab reportedly met Trai, tire 
pseudonym he uses for his fiancee, 
while serving as an army officer, ia 
Vietnam during the early 1970s. She 
was then a teenage member of a 
family that lost its wealth in foe war. 

After his military tour 'ended, 
Schwab stayed on in Vietnam, tak- 
ing various civilian jobs, and in 1975, 
when Communist forces were 
ptiunding at the gates of Saigon, he 
was widely credited with efficient 
and selfless efforts to help evacuate 
Vietnamese civilians who had work- 
ed for the Americans. Apparently 


unable to take out her family, 
Schwab decided in the end to leave 
Trai behind. He was evacuated by 
helicopter from the roof of the -U.S. 


O'Donnell said Schwab managed 
to reestablish contact with' Trai in 
1981, learning through correspond- 
ence that she had been jaded twice 
for attempting to flee Vietnam by 
boat. O'Donnell said that after 
Schwab left, he learned from his 
documents that Trai also had a child, 
which, be beHerves is Schwab’s. 

Schwab never went home. AiSer 
die Communist victory, he stayed on 
in Southeast Asia and to those who 
knew him, appeared to be rooted to 
his time in Vietnam and the adven- 
tures he had there. 

In Thailand, he worked on a pro- 
ject to eradicate opium, did research 
into alleged use of chemical warfare 
by the Vietnamese and also joined 
anti-c ommun ist guerrillas for forays 
into Laos to search for Americans 
mis s in g in action. He was writing a 
novel about Vietnam . 


Shultz pledges ‘Star Wars’ limits 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). - U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
sought to reassure the Nato allies 
yesterday that the U.S. would con- 
duct its “Star Wars” space defence 
programme within the narrow limits 
of existing arms control treaties. 


He told a special meeting of allied 
foreign ministers that Washington 
would continue to apply a restrictive 
interpretation of the 1972 U.S.- 
Soviet Anti-Ballistic Missile (ABM) 
Treaty, even though it now felt foe 
accord gave broader leeway. 


“The president has said that as for 
as the U.S. is concerned we have 


designed our programme to fall 
within the narrow definition of the 


ABM treaty provisions and we in- 
tend to keep iz that way,” Shultz told 
reporters after the meeting. .

TEL AVIV. - The Israel Football 
Association has protested to its Au- 
stralian counterpart about the lan- 
guage used by Frank Arok. the Au- 
stralian natiooal team soccer coach, 
at a press conference in Sydney. He 
described the Israeli team now in 
Melbourne for the return World Cup 
qualifying match on Sunday as “mad 
dogs, wild and dirty in their play." 

The Australian F.A. said it would 
take up the Israeli complaint with 
the heads of tbe Israel contingent in 
Melbourne. Meanwhile, Arok has 
retracted somewhat from his lashing 
of the Israel players, denying the 
“mad dog” parts of his statement. 
He said it was taken out of context. 
He did not deny saying, already in 
Israel, that the Israelis played wild 
and dirty. 

Arok’s statement to the Austra- 
lian press in Sydney is part of the 
continuing psychological warfare in 
which he has engaged with Israel's 
coach, Yosaf Mirimowitch. This be- 
gan before the first clash between 
the sides at Ramat Gan (which the 
Australians won 2-1). Arok knows 
that by publicly lambasting the 
Israeli players as “dirty" he will have 
the 30,000 Aussies . expected at the 
game in Melbourne ready to boo and 
blast at the first infringement by an 
Israel player.

Effort to raise expansion funds and increase sales 

Koor turns to the U.S. market

YOKNEAM. - Koor is training its 
sights on the huge American market 
- not only to expand sales and thus 
prevent dismissals, but also to raise 
funds to finance the continued 
growth of Israel's largest industrial 
complex. This was stated yesterday 
by Yeshayahu Gavish, managing 
director of Koor, during a visit to the 
Soltam plant here, which manufac- 
tures armaments, including can- 
nons, mortars and shells. 

“Government financial help has 
disappeared; it is virtually impossi- 
ble to raise money locally, so we aim 
to raise about $100 million in the 
U.S. during the current fiscal year. 
Of this sum, some $55m. has already 
been mobilized,” Gavish said. 

To step up sales, Koor is sending 
some of its department heads to the 
U.S. to “fenet” out markets. “We 
aim to make the name of Koor well 
known, and we are looking for a 
trade name under which to market 
our goods.” Gavish added that a 
vigorous advertising and promotion 


programme would also be launched. 

The free trade area agreement, 
recently signed between the U.S. 
and Israel, is expected to help Koor 
market its processed foods and cera- 
mics, but koor's drive will encom- 
pass many more products. 

Part of Root’s “Target U.S. A.” 
campaign included its investment in 
the Israel Investors Corporation 
(IIC) with the intention of making it 
play a much more dynamic role. 
Koor now holds 48% of tile equity in 
DC. 

Exporting, especially to the U.S., 
is tiie "order of the day,” especially 
in light of current economic condi- 
tions, which Gavish thinks show all 
signs of getting worse. According to 
his calculations, industrial wages will 
soon begin to rise - even if most of 
the hikes go to cover past wage 
erosions. Nevertheless, paying 
workers more will increase the cost 
of production. And this will impose a 
squeeze on Koor, Gavish said. To 
make things worse, local sales were 
dropping by 6%- 7% this year, he 
said, and exports were not rising half 
as fast as expected. 

To make the picture even 
gloomier, interest rates are now 6%- 
7% a month in real terms. “These 
rates must drop, or we wfll be in even 
worse tremble,” he said. 

The solution, Gavish stressed, was 
drastic belt-tightening. This meant 
that productivity had to rise, men 
would have to be dismissed, and 
plants and production lines would 
have to be merged. As for dismis-

sals, some 200 to 300 workers at 
Alliance Tire would have to be sent 
home. Etz Hazaith and Shemen (oil) 
would be merged, as would be Blue 
Band and Mata (margarines). This 
would also mean dismissals. - 

A study was being made now 
checking whether to merge some of 
Koor's 20 metal-working plants, or 
at least to combine or even eliminate 
some production lines, Gavish 
added. 

“We, are not going to keep on 
workers just to increase inventories; 
if anything, we will reduce present 
inventories.” 

A case' in point - which was an 
exception - was the Soltam plant. 
Ya’acov Leor, general manager of 
the plant, said frankly. "We are 
indeed working for inventory. At 
present our stocks are three- times 
the normal level.” But he admitted 
that “orders may come in unex- 
pectedly - this is one of the charac- 
teristics of this line of business - and 
they have to be filled immediately.” 

Soltam could continue “to work 
for stockpiling for another two or 
three months, but not more,” Leor 
said. While the plant employed 
1 ,980 persons at the beginning of the 
year, this was now down to 1 ,700 and 
within two or three months could be 
down to 1100, be added. 

In 1983, Soltam produced and sold 
goods worth $100 million, exporting 
$80m. ; 1984 was a “good year,” with 


sales of S130m. and exports of 
$100m. The target for this year was 
SlOOm., of which $S0m. should goto 
exports. 

But there were no orders in sight, 
Leor said, except a promise by the 
American Secretary of Defence, 
that the U-S. would order S30m. 
worth of goods. 

Shlomo Zabludowicz, board 
- chflirrqnn of Soltam, who together 
with a Finnish company helped 
found Soltam after the War of Inde- 
pendence, noted that “selling pots 
and pans” is not the solution. (At 
present, about 5% of Soltam’s pro- 
duction is indeed pots and pans.) 

Zablodowicz, who has been called 
the “grand old man of Soltam,” is 
being awarded a special prize by the 
Manufacturers Association this year 
fra: his unique contributions to the 
industrialization of Israel. x 

Zabludowicz was highly critical of 
the government, saying that “it 
should get out of industry, except to 
help with promotion.” He advised 
the government to sell all its indust- 
rial undertakings and “take the $4 
billion to S7b. and reinvest them in 
new industries." 

At the Tadiran plant in Afola (set 
up two years ago to make refrigera- 
tors and air conditioners) general 
manager Moshe Erez said that sales 
were now running at about $30m. a 
year, equally divided between the 
two products. Some SIQm. of all 
sales were exports - almost entirely 
air conditioners, mainly to the U.S.

■ Asked if it was true that the gross 
wage at Tadiran's Afula plant was 
only S180 (about IS270.000) a 
month, Erez said it was “more.” 

Later, Gavish said that the “aver- 
age gross wage at Koor for Septem- 
ber was IS1 ,060,000,” compared to 
the national average of all industry 
of ISS20,000. The national average 
of all types of workers is 15715,000, 
be said. 

“We even have a minimum -wage 
at Koor; and it is 50% above the 
national minimum wage,” he said. 
But he did not reveal the amount of 
Koor's minimum wage. 

As for the future, Koor is going 
ahead with plans to invest “for 
tomorrow." Some $150m. will be 
expended this year, including $13m: 
for a cables plant in Beit Shean; 
$2. 5m. for a ceramics plant in 
Nazareth; another $2.5m. for a tile 
plant in Beersheba; S5m. for a metal 
construction plant in Kiryat Gat; and 
£20m. for a Tadiran plant to make 
printed circuits in Kiryat Malachi.

TEL AVIV. - Clal (Israel), the 
largest private-sector investment 
company in the economy, yesterday 
announced a profit of IS2.656 on - 
lion (just over $2m.) for the first halt 
of the year. The equivalent figure for 
fiist-half 1984 was IS1.507m., but 
this was achieved under a different 
set of accounting rules - based on 
Advisory Opinion 23 of the Institute 
of Certified Accountants, while the 
more sophisticated Opinion 36 has 
been introduced for this year. No 
direct comparison between the two 
figures is therefore possible. 

One result of the new accounting 
system, pointed out by Clal 
m anag ing-director Aharon Dovrat 
in his press release, is that the com- 
pany’s equity has declined by S52m. 
in the period between end-1984 and 
mid-1985. 

The reduction stems primarily 
from set-offs for deferred taxes, 
since the tax authorities don't recog- 
nize depreciation on machinery and 
buildings as benefiting from full link- 
age. 


The verv small profit came against 
a background of successive package 
deals, which created difficult operat- 
ing conditions and uncertainly for 
both trading and producing com- 
panies in the sprawling Clal co 
glomerate, D6vrat points out- 

In the second half of the year the 
economy is characterized by a total 
price and exchange rate freeze, 
white wage costs have gone down. 
But. says Dovrat. echoing the com- 
plaint of all industrialists and 
businessmen, “financing costs are 
extremelv high and bear no rela- 
tionship to the level of activity and 
the rate of inflation in the eco- 
nomy.’' 

The total exports of the Clal group 
amounted to $115m. in January* 
June 1985, compared to SlOOm. in 
the same period in 1984. The group 
succeeded in raising $25m. in new 
capital, both in Israd and abroad 
through share issues to the public 
and by way of “rights.” A subsidiary 
of the Urban metals firm. Marah, 
raised $6m. in the over-the-counter 
market in New York. 


Pay freeze doesn’t prevent reductions 


NAZARETH (Itim). - The 
Nazareth District Labour Court 
gave an interim ruling Monday that 
the recent legislation, freezing salar- 
ies and benefits, only works one 
way: It is illegal to increase pay, but 
legal to reduce pay and benefits. The 
court was ruling in a claim by the 
Beit She'an labour council and 41 
employees of the local council, who 
said their wages had been cut illegal- 
ly. 

The council and employees 
appealed to the labour court for a 
temporary order, telling the Beit 
She’an local council to pay them the 
same wages they received in June .

Post Aviation Reporter 
TEL AVIV. - The Civil Aviation 
Administration (CAA) has accused 
Pan Am of violating the U.S.-Israel 
air agreement even before it starts 
flying here. The administration also 
said that the American carrier so far 
has failed .to present all the papers 
necessary for formal approval to 
start flying here on November 1 . 

Meanwhile. Israeli officials are 
preparing for tlje "consultations” 
scheduled in Washington with U.S. 
officials over Pan Am’s proposed 
flights. According to the existing 
agreement. Israel cannot legally re- 
tiree Pan Ann's request, because the 
U.S. Administration had designated 
Pan Am as a carrier to Israel. But the 
officials are still hoping to minimize 
the impact such a big company 
would make when it starts compet- 
ing with El A1 on the latter’s most 
important route. 

Israel had first complained of a 
Pan. Am violation after the carrier 


published a full-page advertisement 
in a U.S. paper offering round-trip 
flights here for $599. (The lowest El 
A1 fare is to be $719). 

The CAA claimed that Pan Am 
had failed to comply with the regula- 
tions concerning advance filing of 
fares. Pan Am then published an 
advertisement in The Jerusalem Post 
offering its special introductory fares 
and adding in fine print that “fares 
and schedules are subject to change 
without notice." The CAA found 
fault with this too, and sent the 
carrier a telex requesting an “ex- 
planation." 

Meanwhile, Pan Am’s local sales 
manager. Ronny Hahn, told The 
Post that his company was already 
doing some brisk business here.

First Inti Bank sees its 
profit growth grind to ahalt

The First International Bank, the 
only local bank to publish quarterly 
financial reports, yesterday 
announced that its profits for the 
first nine months of 1985 totalled 
IS55.3 billion before tax ($37.3 mil- 
lion) and I51S.5b. ($12.5m.) after 
tax. These figures compare to 
equivalent amonnts of lS51.6b. 
(34.7m.) and ISlS-3b. ($12.3m.) in 
the same period of 1984. 

The fact that net profits only grew 
by 1 % and even gross profits rose by 
only 7.4%, represents a significant 
slowdown in the hitherto rapid ex- 
pansion that has characterized First 
International. 

In terms of the balance sheet, 
there was a 7.4% drop to IS3,230b. 
(£2.1 75m) in the nine months since 
the end of 1984. Deposits from the 
public fell by an even steeper mar- 
gin, down 10.4%, to IS1 ,927b. 
(S1.298 million). 

One of the reasons attributed by 
the bank's management for this re- 
duction was the fact that the dollar 


exchange rate trailed the consumer 
price index by 14% in the Januaiy- 
Sepiember 1985 period, and by 25% 
in the full 12 months ending on 
September 30, 1985. 

In addition, and perhaps more 
significantly for the profit and loss 
account, the slowdown in economic 
activity during 1985 cast its shadow 
on the level of activity of the bank by 
reducing customer business. First 
International, in line with other 
banks to report recently, speaks of 
“a policy of setting aside for doubtful 
debts on a conservative basis.” 

The introduction of the “Stein- 
berg Law” and the extra taxes that 
have been levied as part of the new 
economic policy - the surcharge on 
income tax, thelevy on property and 
the balancing levy - all served to 
raise the bank's already high tax bill. 

First International now has some 
S20m. worth of advance income 
taxes sitting in a non-interest- 
bearing account in the Treasury, 
which, it claims, is a major drag on 
its ability to develop new business.

enabling both control of internal 
hemorrhaging and thermal necrosis 
of tumours. It is designed for ap- 
plications in gastroenterology, colon 
and rectal surgery, urology, neuro- 
surgery and gynecology. 

The Sharplan 1020 portable sur- 
gical laser system incorporates 
sealed-off carbon dioxide technolo- 
gy. thereby eliminating the need for 
various gas connections. It is en- 
closed in a compact unit which occu- 
pies less than one square foot of floor 
space. It is designed for applications 
in the fields of dermatology, podiat- 
ry, plastic surgery and gynecology.

Iranian oil exports 
back to normal 

Teheran (Reuter). - Iran's oil ex- 
ports are back to a normal level of 
1.5 million barrels per day (BPD) 
despite two months of Iraqi air raids 
on its main Kharg Island export 
terminal, foreign diplomats said 
yesterday. 

"Khargh is back to normal." a 
senior European diplomat said, 
while a representative of a major 
Iranian oil customer said exports 
from Khargh alone had averaged 
1.5m. BPD for the past two weeks. 

Iraq, at war with Iran for five 
years, says its planes have attacked 
Kharg Island, which handles about 
80% of Iranian oil exports, 27 times 
since mid- August. 

The diplomats said delivery delays 
caused a queue of more than 12 
tankers earlier this month off the 
Sirri Island shuttle terminal in the 
southern Gulf, which with a terminal 
at Lavan Island handles 200.000 to 
300,000 BPD. 

The European diplomat said three 
of the 10 berths at Kharg’s “T* jetty 
were now working, “and between 
them have 2 . total capacity of more 
than 2m. BPD, if called on.”

BRASILIA (Reuter). - Brazil, the 
Third World's biggest debtor, told 
visiting French President Francois 
Mitterrand yesterday it would not 
evade its responsibiUtes on foreign 
debt payments. French officials said. 

Mitterrand and Brazilian President 
Jos£ Saroey held a 90-minute private 
meeting on the first day of Mitter- 
rand's four-day visit to Brazil.

TEL AVIV. - The share market 
continues to disappoint the bulls by 
passing up opportunities to rally 
which, in months gone by. it would 
have seized. Yesterday’s low con- 
sumer price index was the latest case 
in point, with the 3% rise not spark- 
ing any movement. It may be argued 
that the index was announced after 
foe end of trading, but the normal 
procedure is for the market to antici- 
pate the index and move according- 
ly. Unless the traders put their 
money on a higher than expected 
index, they would seem to have 
ignored the whole subject. If they 
got it wrong, then the market should 
swing strongly upwards today. 

The only 'consolation for the 
optimists was the very low volume 
yesterday in both shares and bonds, 
an almost identical I S3. 3 billion in 
each. Bonds were mixed, with a 
slight predominance to falling issues. 
“Arrangement” bank shares rose 
marginally. 

“Free” shares were lower, with 
declining issues almost 2:1 ahead of 
advancing ones. The Rassco shares 
were all "sellers only” again in the 
wake of the company's appalling 
results. (Story page 6). 

The Treasury bill auction was a 
very partial success, with IS 12b. 
traded in the two new issues, for 28 
and 56 days, respectively.

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Launching a dialogue 

“THE CHANCE for progress now is dead for a long time to 
come,” British Labour leader Denis Healey angrily exclaimed 
on hearing about the sudden cancellation of the scheduled 
meeting in London between Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey 
Howe and a joint Jordanian-PLO delegation. The message 
Premier S him on Peres is now carrying to Washington must be 
the precisely contrary one; that conditions may never have 
been more favourable for advance towards a peaceful settle- 
ment between Jordan and Israel. 

The reason for that is that the PLO, the main obstacle to 
Middle East peace, has lately dealt itself a whole series of 
devastating blows - culminating in the last-minute refusal to 
sign, as promised, an anti-terrorism and peace formula devised 
by the British and agreed to by the delegation's Jordanian 
members. 

In strictly logical terms, which naturally do not apply in this 
case, it is little short of astonishing that the PLO should have 
done what it did. For there was a heaven-sent opportunity for 
the terrorist organization to repair much of the political damage 
wrought by its criminal acts during the past three weeks, and - 
even more important - emerge as an ostensibly legitimate 
partner to the peace process. The price may have been a trifle 
high for its taste, but it was Surely not prohibitive. 

Public endorsement of Resolution 242, which affirms Israel’s 
right to exist within secure and recognized boundaries, had 
already been promised by Yasser Arafat for a suitable stage in 
the pre-negotiations, and, if the promise had been made in 
earnest, this was as suitable a stage as any. Tbe proposed 
renunciation of terrorism was offset by Britain’s openly avow- 
ing the Palestinians’ right to self-determination. Had Moham- 
med Mifhem and Bishop Elia Khoury signed on the dotted line, 
the result would have been a diplomatic triumph for the PLO. 

For one thing, the U.S. would have found it more difficult to 
exclude-tbe PLO from peace negotiations: Yasser Arafat would 
have seemingly met the demands made on him . 

Yet the PLO, acting not logically but true to form, flubbed 
the opportunity. The two PLO executives certified by Margaret 
Thatcher as “men of peace," and representing what is widely 
described, even in the West, as the “moderate” wing of the 
organization, were unable - no doubt on orders - to take even 
that minim al step towards peace. In so doing they certified that 
the PLO is a terrorist outfit led by a liar and a hypocrite who 
regularly embarrasses his own friends and whose only defence, 
mostly fraudulent, is that he is not master in his own house. 

It will be very hard for the PLO to recover from this 
self-inflicted defeat, even if Arafat stages a belated about-face 
and embraces the discarded British formula. 

As matters stand, Arafat has put himself in a comer. His 
agreement with King Hussein is tottering: this much seems to 
be indicated by the reaction from Amman to the non-event in 
London. The U.S., for its part, cannot now fail to free itself 
completely from the PLO incubus. It will be surprising if Mr. 
Peres finds it necessary to preach to America's leaders on this 
point: they mustalready have been fully converted. 

The prime minister's main problem may turn out to be 
domestic. In order to take frill advantage of the PLO's 
discomfiture, he must be free to offer King Hussein - whom he 
portrayed yesterday as being genuinely interested in peace - 
direct negotiations without any preconditions, save adherence 
to Resolution 242. That means he must not foreclose, as the 
Likud would have him do, any political option for the occupied 
territories, certainly not the option of a territorial compromise. 

This issue is not now on the agenda: the only practical issue 
for the moment is getting talks underway between Israel and 
Jordan, with responsible Palestinian leaders joining in the 
process. Every effort must be exerted, and with all deliberate 
speed, in arranging such a dialogue, even if under some 
symbolic international umbrella. 

. The PLO is by no means dead, and its supporters are still 
many, both inside and outside the Arab world. Diplomatic 
inaction could help restore its political strength. That must not 
be allowed to happen. 


Beyond the index 

CONSIDERING the record of inflation since the Likud’s 
accession to power, the rise in the cost-of-living this past 
September, unveiled yesterday, was spectacularly low: at a 
mere 3 per cent, it was the lowest rate for any month in over 
four years, and the lowest for September in seven years. 

This low rate of inflation - which was expected - is welcome, 
but it falls short of auguring, by itself, the full success of the 
economic stabilization plan: only the next few months could tell 
where the wind is really blowing. Moreover, a true economic 
stabilization spells rather less than a “limited” rate of inflation, 
of 3 or 4 per cent monthly. Wage earners have paid a 
disproportionate share of the price for the repression of 
inflation to date. Unless the rate is brought down soon to, say, 
0.5 per cent, a wave of labour unrest may loom. 

With inflation so much. 'lower than it was, however, the time 
has come for Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i to do something 
about the country’s impossibly high interest rates. The stated 
objective of high interest rates - a decrease in the credits 
granted by the commercial banks -is not being achieved, while 
the rise in costs which they involve is a threat not only to price 
stability but to the very survival of numerous private firms. 

Mr. Moda'i must be well aware that, while wages have been 
eroding, high interest rates have allowed owners of financial 
wealth to make huge windfall gains. This, too, is liable to stir 
social unrest. 
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that deputies are properly dressed in 
parliament. 

Matthias Engelsberger of the 
right-wing Christian Social Union 
(CSU) said some deputies turn up 
for debates in casual wear or garbed 
tike demonstrators.

“I cannot understand why, when 
Bundestag clerks have to wear tail- 
coats, deputies of certain groups 
show up dressed in casual wear or for 
demonstrations." Engelsberger 
said. 

“It is a deliberate insult to our 
parliamentary democracy," he 
added. 

Engelsberger said he had written 
to Speaker Philipp Jenninger prop- 
osing dress regulations for parlia- 
ment but had been told that a depu- 
ty’s independence is more important 
than the way be dressed. 


KNESSET EGOTISM

SOME YEARS BACK a best-seller 
called The Will to Fail delivered the 
message that most of us do a lot of 
things that, for our own good, we 
know we shouldn’t But government 
bodies can also suffer from the will to 
fail, and the Knesset is one of them. 
The opening of the Knesset's winter 
term is a good time to point out one 
manifestation of this illness. 

On May 28, a full two months 
before the Knesset recess, the mem- 
bers of the House Committee agreed 
that the institution of urgent motions 
for the agenda has deteriorated. 

“The tremendous number of ur- 
gent motions for, the agenda pre- 
sented each week," the committee's 
press communique said, “disrupts 
the orderly work of the Knesset and 
drives away major subjects from the 
rostrum of the plenum." 

A three-man subcommittee was 
appointed to prepare specific 
changes for discussion at the com- 
mittee’s next meeting (the following 
week). It consisted of Michael Eitan 
(Likud-Herut; chairman), Shevah 
Weiss (Alignment), and Chaike 
Grossman (Mapam). 

Sara Doron (Likud -Liberals) 
“stressed that the matter was urgent 
[to quote from the communique 
again] and that the committee 
should devote one or two more 
meetings to the subject and adopt an 
operative resolution.” 

In the four and a half months that 
have elapsed, the subcommittee did 
not hold a tingle meeting. Nor did 
the full committee return to the 
subject in the two months before the 
Knesset recessed. 

Eitan claims that he has not been 
idle. In the interim, he says, he has 
discussed the matter informally with 
several opposition MKs, and they 
are firm in their opposition to any 
change in the urgent motions. And 
he did not think it right for the 
coalition to impose change in this 
matter on the opposition. 

Weiss, who in a letter to Speaker 
Shlomo Hillel last January urged the 
outright abolition of the urgent mo- 
tions, says that although his faction 
has not taken any stand on the 
matter, most of his colleagues 
couldn’t care less about it. But neith- 
er has he pressed for action in the last 
few months. 

FOR SOME TIME now, the urgent 


motions have been playing havoc 
with the weekly Wednesday ses- 
sions. It is no longer unusual for 
three, five, or even right members to 
speak on the same subject .(most of 
them exhausting their 15 minutes) 
ostensibly in an effort to persuade 
the House ro schedule a debate on tbe 
matter. 

At one session last June, six mem- 
bers presented urgent motions for 
the agenda on the taxi-drivers’ 
strike. A week later eight members 
presented urgent motions on the 
hijacking of the TWA plane. (It 
would have been 10, but two of the 
sponsors happily failed to show up.) 
At one July session six members 
presented urgent motions on the 
inclusion of a faction related to Kach 
in the Knyat Arba local council 
coalition (again, two additional 
sponsors were absent). 

This strange phenomenon, in 
which motions to place a particular 
subject on the agenda can take more 
time than the actual debate on the 
subject, if and when it is held, can 
only occur with urgent motions, not 
with the regular ones. And the Knes- 
set is said to be the only parliament 
where even a second member (not to 
mention a sixth or eighth) may latch 
on to a motion already submitted by 
another. It has no reason to take 
pride in this distinction. 

It would be a mistake to think that 
this is a minor matter of concern only 
to the Knesset itself. The regurgita- 
tion that is a concomitant of this 
flood of verbiage serves to dear both 
the chamber and the press gallery 
(neither of which were crowded to 
begin with), so that after tbe first 
hour or so the Knesset is not only 
talking to itself but only to a very 
small part of itself. 

This does not exactly enhance the 
Knesset’s reputation as a serious 
deliberating body. And it is a truism 
that the more the Knesset soils its 
own image, the less hope there is for 
. the future of Israeli democracy. 

ORDINARY MOTIONS for the 
agenda are allocated to the factions 
on a quota basis, the opposition 
factions receiving (in accordance 
with the Knesset Rules) a higher 
allocation per MK than the coalition 
factions. The annual quota for ordin- 
ary motions and private members' 
bills together is three per MK for the 


opposition factions, and one-and- 
one-fourth per MK for the coalition 
(slightly higher for small factions). 

Thus, the National Religious Par- 
ty, with four MKs. has a quota of six. 
while the Democratic Front for 
Peace and Equality, also with four 
MKs. has a quota of 12i The Likud, 
with 41 MKs has a quota of 52. and 
the Alignment with 40 MKs has one 
of 50. 

In practice, the back-benchers in 
the coalition factions get more than 
indicated by the bare figures, be- 
cause their ministers may not pre- 
sent motions. Thus, with Dr. Yosef 
Burg in the cabinet, the NRP s quota 
of six is divided among its remaining 
three members. And the Align- 
ment’s 50 are divided, not among its 
40 MKs, but among the 30 non- 
ministers. 

The beauty of urgent motions for 
the agenda, in the eyes of the various 
factions, is that they are a free ride: 
they are not charged to the quota. 
They also are more likely to be 
reported by the media: "Knesset 
Member Ploni Almoni has submit- 
ted an urgent motion for the agenda 
on the failure of the government to 
control the prices of fruits and veget- 
ables.” Even if the Presidium rejects 
the urgency of the motion, the MK 
has achieved publicity. 

This helps explain why nothing 
has moved, despite Hillers persis- 
tent efforts. The opposition factions 
will not even bite at the- bait being 
dangled: a doubling of the quota of 
ordinary motions. 

Even today, almost twice as many 
urgent motions are aired than ordin- 
ary ones. In tbe first year of the 
Eleventh Knesset, a total of 428 
-motions for tbe agenda were discus- 
sed and 33 private members bills (the 
latter being lumped together for 
quota purposes with ordinary mo- 
tions). Of these 461, only 127 (35 per 
cent) were ordinary motions and 
members' bills, while 301 (65 per 
cent) were urgent motions. 

HILLEL HAS complained that the 
Presidium cannot be expected to 
make an intelligent decision on 
“urgency” when it's confronted at its 
weekly Monday morning meeting 
with over 100 motions, which may 
cover 70 different subjects. Furth- 
ermore, he says, each member of the 
Presidium has his own idea of what is 
urgent. 
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Then there is the right of members 
to appeal a negative decision by tbe 
Presidium to the House Committee, 
which then gets tied up wifo^ this 
subject as its first order of business 
on Tuesday morning. Worse, 
according to Weiss, it is tbe commit- 
tee members themselves (not all) 
who tend to submit the appeals, and 
when they do so, one hand washes 
the other. 

But the strongest argument for the 
abolition of the urgent motions is 
that there is no longer any objective 
justification for them. 

Ordinary motions were originally 
heard only on alternate Wednes- 
days, and it was then important to 
give members an opportunity to 
raise urgent matters in between. But 
it has been many years now that 
ordinary motions are heard every 
Wednesday, and any urgent matter 
that arises can be raised in the form 
of an ordinary motion, from the 
faction's quota, of course. 

This would require each faction to 
deride between the motions of its 
own members, a task most factions 
apparently prefer to leave in the 
hands of the Presidium. 

A number of reforms have been 
proposed in the urgent motions, 
short of abolition. Despite Eitan's 


remark that the opposition factions 
are totally opposed to any changes, 
Tewfik Toubi (DFPE) has formally 
proposed in the House Committee 
that only the first member who has 
submitted an urgent motion to the 
Presidium should be permitted to 
present it from the rostrum (if its 
urgency is in fact recognized). That 
in itself would be a considerable 
improvement. 

Dov Ben-Mrir (Alignment) has 
proposed that the Presidium should 
not recognize the urgency of more 
than one motion a week for a given 
MK. He would also do away with the 
right of appeal to the House Com- 
mittee. 

FOR THE MAJORITY to defer to 
the wishes of the minority is general- 
ly laudable. But even this has its 
limits. 

If Eitan and Weiss arc right in 
saying that there is no basic objec- 
tion in their respective factions, if 
not to outright abolition at least to 
fundamental changes, they should 
not be deterred by the egotistic stand 
of the opposition factions, which has 
nothing to do with the rights of the 
minority.

I will say only this: many a time, 
people who are not familiar with the 
details or whp are trying to throw up 
a smokescreen, prefer to speak ab- 
out persona] motives, to use vulgar 
and insulting language, and to rely 
on gossip. 

Reading the editorial, I hear the 
echo of some people in the industry 
who, instead of. facing the issue, 
preferred to speak of personal mo- 
tives that have nothing to do with the 
subject. Echoing the same shallow 
and unfounded and, if I may say, 
market language, is not a credit to 
the paper. 

Furthermore, although I have had 
differences with some leaders of the

Hotel Association on some issues in 
the past (and who has not), I have 
always fought, and with consider- 
able success,, for the recognition of 
the tourism industry as a prime in- 
dustry in Israel that can move, more 
than any other industry, the eco- 
nomy of Israel towards recovery and 
help it to dim b out of the deep pit it 
is in. 

I have always said that this is not 
only the No. 1 export industry, but 
that tourism can also bring ns the 
fastest growth in the shortest time, as 
this year's success - a record year - 
proves, and as next year promises to 
be.

In other words, Mr. Corfu and 
Mr. Moda'i are acting out of person- 
al motives, not for the national in- 
terest. 

It is true that I have bad differ- 
ences with Mr. Corfu regarding 
charter flights. These are the same 
differences which date back many 
years and which- characterized the 
relationships between the previous 
ministers of transportation and 
ministers of tourism . 

The minister of transportation has 
always sided with El Al’s interests

fact that the number of passengers

The Post is correct that there are 
strained relations between Mr. Mod- 
a'i and myself, and tins does not 
affect the issues of the Ministry of 
Tourism. 

The Ministry of Tourism's promo- 
tion budget, for example, was almost 
doubled this year - a claim that 
cannot be made by any other minis- 
try.

Besides, I believe that the 
Finance Committee in foe Knesset 
will kill this move at my request. The 
hoteliers know this. 

My main point, and foe reason for 
writing this article, is that foe accusa- 
tion that foe minister, in this case, 
Mr. Moda'i, is operating on a per- 
sonal basis and his motives and deci- 


sions are dictated by our differences 
in foe party, and not by the country's 
interests, is totally rejected by me 
and unacceptable. 

What The Post is suggesting is that 
Mr. Moda’i, in fact , is saying, “Let’s 
. hurt the economy, let's hurt the 
tourism industry, if that will help me 
tohurtSharir.” 

This is nonsense. Mr. Moda’i wifi 
not do so because it is contrary to his 
own interests as finance minister in 
“healing" the economy. Is Mr. Mod- 
a'i going to hurt foe most important 
branch of our export industry just to 
hurt me? 

To accuse a minister of operating 
and advancing his personal interests 
contrary to foe country’s national 
interests is a very serious* accusation, 
and should not be based on such 
shallow facts and gossip.
